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The following constitutes the reasons for this bill and the purposes which are sought to be 

accomplished thereby: 

 

LB 269 harmonizes the distribution of funding for the Tobacco Settlement Trust Fund and the 

Medicaid Intergovernmental Trust Fund.  

 

Currently, all appropriations and transfers from these two trust funds flow through the Health 

Care Cash Fund except for two – transfers into the Stem Cell Research Cash Fund and the 

Tobacco Prevention and Control Cash Fund. The transfers into these two funds are from an 

intercept of the Tobacco Settlement revenue. Therefore, LB 269 harmonizes the handling of all 

activity from the Tobacco Settlement agreement and the Medicaid Intergovernmental transfers. 

 

LB 269 retains the current level of appropriations or transfers for all programs. 
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
